11. QUESTION: What is the cost ot filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Statutory filing fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the four insertions ot the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 


1. QUESTION: When does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971.

2. QUESTION: Who must file the requirea new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file.

3. QUESTION: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 

surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation ot others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company"; or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles ot Incorporation. 

4. QUESTION: What is the purpose ot the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he is really dealing.

12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more tiling 
fees of $I0.C0 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name.

13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been any "change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 


New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 

The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name, Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing, Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and 'Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

6 . QUESTION: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 

7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process for 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week tor tour weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area ot the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after tiling. 
And proof ot publication must be tiled with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion ot 
publication. 


15. QUESTION: After July 1, 1971, will all new 
tilings require pubicatlon? 

ANSWER: All new filings will require pub¬ 
icatlon until December 31, 1976. (Ruling of the 
County Clerk ot Los Angeles County.)

16. QUESTION: What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

ANSWER: Evidential proof of priority is esta¬ 
blished In the event competitors later use or file 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of substantial circuation ot the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately.

One way is to check out the use of energy right in your own home. 

Energy is essential to the 
economy and to the environment, 

Without it nearly everything in 
your home would stop, including 
cooking, heating, cooling, 
television viewing and your 
water supply. 

Outside, most factories would 
shut down. 

From time to time other sections 
of the nation have faced a 
shortage of energy—electricity 
and fuels such as oil, coal and 
natural gas. 

So far, there has been no shortage 
of electricity here and no short¬ 
age of fuels for your residential 
requirements. But even so, why 
use more energy than you really 
need—whatever the tsqje? 

By not wasting energy you’ll be 
helping conserve our country’s 
natural resources, which in turn 
contributes to the protection of 
the en'vironment. 

Here are a few suggestions to 
consider: 

□ Check your home’s insulation. 

You could be using up to 50% more 
energy than necessary to heat or cool 


your home. You’ll be dollars ahead in 
the long run with proper insulation. 
Incidentally, most homes with electric 
heat are already insulated. 

Q For the same reason, install 
weather stripping on doors and 
windows. 

nU Keep your damper in your 
fireplace closed when not in use. 

□ When the weather gets very hot 
or cold, draw your drapes and 
curtains. This will help reduce the 
demands on your heating or air- 
conditioning systems. 

□ If you leave the heat on while 
you sleep, set your thermostat 

at 60°. Special thermostats are now 
available to do this automatically. 

The lower you set your thermostat, 
night or day, the more energy you 
will save. 

Q If you happen to have electric 
heating, you probably have separate 
thermostats for individual rooms. 

If so, you can turn them down 
in rooms not in use. 

□ Don’t use your oven to heat your 
apartment or home. 

□ Turn off lights when not in use. 


That seems obvious, but some people 
believe it costs more to turn lights 
off and on. Untrue. (An exception is 
fluorescent lights. Turn them off only 
if you won’t be using them within 
30 minutes.) 

□ In summertime, set your air- 
conditioning thermostat as high as 
you can without being uncomfortable. 
The greater the difference between 
the indoor and outdoor temperature, 
the more it costs you. 

□ To keep your house cooler, shade 
window areas from direct sunlight. 
Use awnings or plants that shield 
windows. 

□ To cut cooling costs, install an 
exhaust fan in your attic. It can 
reduce heat transmitted through 
your ceiling. 

□ Check the temperature setting on 
your water heater. Controls are set 
too high in many homes. And fix 
leaking faucets to save water and 
energy.
